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PUBLIC OWNERSHIP. 

In view of the contemplated installa> 
tionn of a water works system here, 
the following facts showing tha ad- 
vantage of public ownership, from 
the Winnipeg Tribune, are of interest: 
_Lynchburg, Va., was the first city 
in America to change from private 
to public ownership of water works. 

The city of Manchester, Enz., made 


a net protit last year of $140,725 
on her municipal electric lighting 
plant. 


The municipal electric lighting plant 
cost the city of Jacksonville, Fla.jonly 
one-fourth of what the city paid to 
a private company. 

Municipal ownership and operation 
o* public printing in Boston, with 
trade union conditions, shows a_ net 
saving to the city in 23 months of 
$18,390. 

Prior to tke construction of the 
municipal electric lighting plant Al- 
legheny, Pa., paid $180 per light each 
year to a private company. She now 
has the same service for $96. 

The city of Elgin, LIL, paid a pri¥® 
vate company down to 1890 $242 42 
per light per year. She now owns 
the electric plant and the cost is 
only $72 per year per light. 

The city of Rockford, Lll., for sev- 
eral years paid a private: company 
$125 per annum for its 2,000 candle 
power arc lighis. Two years ago the 
city made plans to establish a mun- 
icipal plant. The private company, 
failing to beat the project, offered to 
light the city for $55 per year. The 
city now owns its own pole lind and 
is getting a 2,000 candle power light 
for $52 per year. 

The municipal owned street 
way of Huddersfield, Eng., carries 
passengers for two cents. . The em- 
ployees work eight hours per day with 
10 per cent higher wages than are 
paid by private owned plants for 10 
hours work days.

War- 
ren’s loss was: Killed 24, wounded 154, 
missing 31, Among the officers kill- 
ed were Lieut.-Colonel Buchanan, of 
the Riddell Rifles, and three majors. 
It was caused principally by a very 
searching shell fire, which he was un- 
able to reply to, ngt having guns in 
position and the nature of the Kop 
being such that to place them wasial- 
most impossible.

When the first Canadian 

ent 


conting- 
left for South 
Africa the impression was currenti that 


was enrolled and 


the war would be over before it reach- 
ed Cape Town. Subsequent events 
have shown us that that impression 
was, to put it mildly, erroneous. How- 
ever, this was not the only impression 
formed at ‘the early stages of the game 
and since proved incorrect. When the 
second contingent was called for the 
stern realities of the game were more 
apparent. The power of Britain had 
been defied and her forces checked on 
more than one bloody field. It was 
shown that the strength of the ene- 
my had been greatly underestimated, 
that their armament had been under- 
rated, and that modern weapons, 
When used by a brave and skillful 
foe, had completely changed the pos- 
sibilities of defensive warfare; Foreign 
nations, envious of a greatness they 


could not emulate, watched the 
struggle, hoping for Britain’s ulti- 
mate defeat, ready to rush in and 


share the spoils of an empire dismem- 
bered. It was under these circum- 
stances that the second Canadian con- 
tingent was enrolled,: and. ‘tc their 
credit let it be known that the greater 
danger, the greater need, only arous- 
ed a greater enthusiasm. Men left 
their work, their homes, their all, to 
take up arms, travel six thousank 
miles, fight, die and be buried in a 
trench; and in doing this they did 
more for the empire than the strength 
and bravery of any contingent, great 
though it is, could accomplish, more 
than add their individual strength to 
the cause of Britain, more than offer 
their lives for the Empire. By their 
example they showed the world where 
Greater Britain’s colonies stand when 
Greater Britain is at war.

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VETERANS OF THE FENIAN RAID. 

By Monday’s mail there arrived a 
number of medals presented to the vol- 
unteers who assisted in repelling the 
Fenian Raid of 1866. The medals were 

_for Private P. M. Barker, Queen’s Own 
Rifles, Toronto; Private F. H. Sache, 
13th Battalion, JTiamilton; Private 
John Kennedy, Stratford Rifles, Strat- 
ford, Ont., and Col. Jarvis, wholfound- 
ed Fort Saskatchewan when an officer 
in the Mounted Police in the early, 
days, and is now in British Columbia. 

The first three named recipients of 
the medals are now residents of Ed- 
monton. Mr. Barker jeined on the 
evening of Ridgeway, in the middle of 


his final examination fer his Bachelpr 
of Arts degree. Mr. Sache in addi- 
tion to being one of the early day de- 
fenders .of his country, is an old ‘timér 
in the Edmonton district, and in speak- 
ing of thalt memorable 2nd of June 
66, When both sides fought so well 
they never waited to see the damage 
they had wrought, he ‘said it was a 
vers peculiar experience and one he 
would not care to repeat unless under 
more qualified officers. His version of 
Ridveway is distinctly humorous and 
his narration oi how he narrowly es- 
caped attacking the Fenians single- 
handed is very funny and loses noth- 
ing in the telling. “We were all or- 
dered out from Hamilton to the front,” 
he said, “and early in the morning we 
arrived at Ridgeway where we were 
to meet the enemy. The Fenians oc- 
cupied a clump of timber through 

which the read ran and which extend- 
ed for some distance at right angles 
to the road. We advanced in skirmish- 
ing order, under command of the im- 
mortal Col. Booker. There were men 
among us armed to the teeth with 
scythes, knives and pitchforks. When 
we got within sight the bullets be- 
gan of sing, but fortunately the Fen- 
fe lans fired high and the balls flew over- 
Seehead. Then we struck an old farm 
= house in our line of advance. A great 
‘* orchard surrcunded the house 
Band the apple irees were heavy 
pwith blossoms, As we advanced the 
Pullets kept singing and-the blossoms 
fell like snow on a winter day. I got 
ap stairs in the house and fired for a 
time out of one of the garret windows; 
mihere two wind ‘ws and the one aext 
fewas broken to pieces with the Feaian 
B bullets. Aiter a little we got down 
and advanced again. About this time 
_ the first man shot. His name 
was Routh and he was struck byl a 

builet which passed through his lungs, 
but he recovered. He fell at the front 
and Booker lost his head and ran hack 
yelling ‘Sergeants to the front.’ The 
com:pany sergeants went forward when 
he said. ‘No, | mean surgeons.’ Then 
the ambulance took the wounded man 
and carried him to the rear, but so 
that all the men in the company could 
see him weltering in his blood. it was 
enough ‘to make us feel queer, and one 
big fellow near me fainted away like 
a woman. All this time we were ad- 
vaneing. At first we could see only 
the smoke from the Fenian guus but 
soon we got to within about three hun- 
Bred yards and then we could see ‘fig- 
@ares among the trees. Booker was 

hopping around’ on one leg compietely 
Df his head. An aid-de-camp asked 
im it there was anything he could 
go; ‘Yes,’ said Booker, ‘pointing down 

the road to where the Fenians were, 
o down there and tell them to stop!’

WAR NOTES. 

A manufacturing firm has just ship- 
ped to South Africa, under an order 
from the government, nine fire 
engines ard six miles of hose. They 
are to b> employed at tha British) camps 
for bringing water from the various 
sources and forming reservoirs for 
the use of the troops. The engines are 
mostly of a type weighing about seven 
hundred weight. In al! cases they 
have been fitted with rings bolted to 
the tops of the boilers, so that if neces- 
Sary the engine may be detached from 
the wheels and carried by men with 
poles slipped through the rings to 
wherever the plant may be wanted. 


Roberts reported that a small col- 
umn left Orange river for Rooi Pan, 
west of Kimberiey, in conjunction 
with a ‘movement from Modder river, 
and that patrols had exchanged shots 
with the enemy. French is reconnoit- 
ering and apparently Waiting for some 
large movement of the Sixth division.

SEED GRAIN SAMPLES. 

Under instruction of the minister of 
agriculture another distribution 
sample packages of the best and\ most 
productive sorts of cereals, &c., is now 
being made from the Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa. The distribu- 
tion will consist, as heretofore, of 
samplés of oats, spring wheat, Darley, 
field “pease, Indian corn and potatoes. 
Earh sample will weigb three pounds. 
The quality of the seed will be of the 
best, the varieties true to name and 
the packages will be sent iree to ap- 
plicants, through the mail. The object 
in view is the improvement of the 
character and quality of the grain, 
&c., grown in Canada, an effort widely 
ippreciated, and the choice of varie- 
ties to be sent out will be confined to 
those which have been found to succeed 
well at the Experimental Farms. 

These samples wili be sent only to 
those who apply ‘personally. Lists of 
names from societies or individuals 
cannot be considered. Only one sam- 
ple of one sort can be sent to each{-ap- 
plicant, hence if an individual receives 
sample of oats he cannot also receive 
one of wheat or barley. Applications 
should be addressed te the Director of 
Experimental Farms, Ottawa, and may 
be sent any time before the 15th of 
March, after which date the lists will 
be closed, so that the samples asked 
for may be all sent out in good time 
for sowing. . Parties writing will 
please mention the sort of grain they 
would prefer and should available 
stock of the variety named be ex- 
hausted, some other good sort will be 
sent in its place. Letters may he
